Efforts of this metropolitan 
region to attract new industry 
are being hampered by a lack 
of accurate data on the avail¬ 
ability of labor, Donald G. Dun- 
shee, Regional Industrial Devel¬ 
opment Corp. planner, told Mad¬ 
ison county editors and school 
superintendents at a luncheon 
Tuesday at Sunset Hill Holiday 
Inn. 

To provide such data, RIDC 
this week launched a compre¬ 
hensive survey^ throughout an 
eight-county area of Illinois and 
Missouri. 

Key to the survey is a labor 
availability questionnaire, print¬ 
ed elsewhere on this. page. A 
slightly different form is being 
distributed directly to graduating 
high school seniors in the Quad- 
Cities and elsewhere.

RIDC asks that the preliminary 
application form be clipped from 
the Press-Record and filled out 
by all persons between the ages 
of 17 and 50 who might be inter¬ 
ested in obtaining future em¬ 
ployment with new firms moving 
into this region.

63105, not 
later than March 20. 

All preliminary applications 
are to be processed and held in 
strict confidence.

The comparison was made 
from an outline of expenditures 
in the 1966 annual report of the 
VA just released. 

In Illinois, 135,587 living veter¬ 
ans received service - connected 
disability compensation or non¬ 
service pensions totaling $124,- 
380,964. In addition, dependents 
of 61,753 deceased veterans re¬ 
ceived $50,229,660. The combined 
$174,610,564 in the past year com¬ 
pared with $166,184,193 in 1965 
and reflected increases approved 
by Congress, Mr. Naser ex¬ 
plained. Total beneficiaries in 
1966 increased from 196,888 in 
1965 to 197,340. 

Insurance Dividends 

I insurance dividends and in¬ 
demnity payments last year 
totaled $44,570,482 compared with 
$44,145,843 the preceding year. 

Impact of the new GI Bill was 
not reflected in the report, Naser 
said, in listing totals for veteran 
education and training along with 
vocational training for disabled 
veterans. An average of 150 dis¬ 
abled veterans daily received 
specialized assistance costing 
$858,236. For the first time the 
report did not take note of GI 
trainees under the world war II 
and the Korean GI Bills, since 
most of these trainees have used 
their entitlement. 

The report does show, however, 
that 358 . sons and daughters of 
deceased or totally disabled vet¬ 
erans went to school in Illinois 
with VA assistance. 

Smaller benefits programs ac¬ 
counted for another $1,825,161. 
Assistance to seriously disabled 
veterans in buying autos costs 
$130,486; housing suitable for par¬ 
aplegics accounted' for $150,500; 
and direct loans to veterans un¬ 
able to obtain home financing 
totaled $1,544,175. 

Hospital Construction 

A total of $5,366,927 was spent 
on construction and maintenance 
at the six hospitals in the state. 
Large replacement and modern¬ 
ization programs are under way 
at Danville and Hines VA hospi¬ 
tals. 

Hospitalization costs were 
grouped with administration costs 
for all benefits and totaled $79,- 
236,669, an increase of almost 
$2,000,000 over the preceding

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Governor Could Get Some Reforms 


EDITOltlAL 


By SEN. PAUL SIMON 
An unusual contribution by 
some Illinois industrial leaders 
has resulted in 'a series of rec- 
cpmmendations which they say 
will saye the state, in excess of 
$30 million a year. 

My impression is that that 
estimate Is a very conservative 
figure. 

At'the request of Gov. <5lto 
Kemer, a group of 84 leading 
Illinois business firms contrib¬ 
uted money and manpower to a 
management study of state gov¬ 
ernment, and the result can only 
be viewed as a sound one. 

Among their suggestions (with 
my comments on their possible 
success in parentheses): 

1. Issue license plates for five 
years, with stickers to be placed 
in the windshield indicating the 
annual renewal. (This has been 
suggested before and is strongly 
supported by the police in addi¬ 
tion to those interested in econo¬ 
my, but in the past has always 
met resistance from whoever 
was Secretary of State. Chances: 
less than 50-50.) 

2. Place all state employees 
below the policy-making level 
under civil service. (If ef¬ 
fected, this could be the most 
fundamental reform of state 
government in this session. If 
the Governor really fights for 
this and gives it more than lip 
service, it win take place.) 

3. Steps should be taken to¬ 
ward a mandatory retirement 
age for state employees. (This 
has always been strongly re¬ 
sisted by state employees, but if 


it can be put into effect gradually 
the results would be healthy for 
state government. 

(Chances: 50-50 if it is made 

very gradual. Strengthening of 

the retirement system would 

Improve its chances.) 

4. Require centralized purchas¬ 
ing for all elected officials as 
well- as the governor’s office, t 
(An excfellent recommendation, 

it probably .will be strongly re¬ 
sisted. Chances: not great.) 

5. Increase fees fojr various li¬ 
censes and services, such as the 
person who wants the same num¬ 
ber again for his automobile li¬ 
cense plate. 

(This has been proposed a 
ntimber of times but has always 
failed. It is not politically popu¬ 
lar, yet it can hardly be denied 
that an extra dollar or two 
should-be’required of those who 
want their same numbers back 
again, so thpt the additional 
costs can be covered. Chances: 
excellent if really backed by the - 
Governor, dim-if not.) 

6. Require state-owned vehicles 
to purchase gasoline through ( 
state facilities. (Much of this 49 
done already. Spot Checks on I 
some items purchased outside in¬ 
dicates that substantial savings 
can be experienced here. 
Chances: reasonably good.) 

These are among the sugges¬ 
tions made in the. 93-page report 
presented to the Governor. 

The report did not cost the 
taxpayers one cent—and if its 
recommendations should be 
adopted, the taxpayers will be 
the chief beneficiaries. 
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State Funds Important to Schools

"If the state doesn’t take long 
steps in finance, not much will 
be done with consolidating dis¬ 
tricts,” in the view of Dr. .Wil¬ 
liam P. McLure, director of the 
Task Force on Education, which 
has investigated needed changes 
in elementary and secondary ed¬ 
ucation. 

Consolidation of county offices 
into regional districts and'of lo¬ 
cal districts has been proposed, 
but implementation according to 
the wishes of the people will 
only take place if incentives are 
provided. 

Now local districts get two- 
thirds of their operating ex¬ 
penses and capital outlay from 
a portion of the property tax 
base in the district. 

Property income has not 
increased along with rises in 
wage income. 

Only in a few communities 
does the property tax base have 
the capacity to cany the major 
share of the support. 

Some Urge Income Tax 
So, the schools have become 
involved in disputes over reform 
of the tax system. 

Many have suggested a state 
income tax, which if passed by 
the legislature might help solve 
school problems. 

One major thing the state 
doesn’t do is allow for capital 
outlay. All of the money for 
land, buildings and furnishings 


must come locally, and for this 
reason school districts are forced 
to issue bonds. 

According to McLure, state 
grants-in-aid can assist in finan¬ 
cing capital outlay for the time 
being. 

He favors a state income tax 
and says that the only other al¬ 
ternative is to depend on the 
federal government. “I’m in¬ 
clined to think that the latter is 
what we’U get,” said McLure. 

Strings on Federal Aid 

There are more than 150 types 
of federal grants, with “strings 
attached to every grant,” Mc¬ 
Lure remarked. He would like to 
see the federal government re¬ 
turn money to the state with no 
use specified. 

If 3% of the income tax were 
returned, all states could pro¬ 
vide a quality state operating al¬ 
lowance qf $600 per student. 
Right now, Illinois is operating 
on wbat is considered a mini¬ 
mum allowance of $330. 

State Supt. Ray Page has pro¬ 
posed to raise thq allowance to 
$400, and the Task Force has 
suggested an increase to $600, 
which would mean a hike in an¬ 
nual state investment from the 
present $244,115,000 to $461,- 
099,000. 

"I’ll be greatly disappointed 
if we don’t get quite a bit out 
of this legislative session,’’ said 
McLure. He thinks there is a 
possibility much of the legisla¬ 
tion on education will be de¬ 
ferred to a special session. 


Questionable Ruling on Living Costs 
Favors Northern Illinois Nursing Homes 

Public aid recipients treated in Illinois 
nursing homes qualify for $175 monthly base 
support, or $200 or $236 for intermediate and 
advanced types of care—except in Cook county 
’ and environs, where the comparable figures are 
$195, $23! and $255. 

The differential assumes that living costs are 
high in the big city, Chicago, and comparatively 
low in rural Illinois, defined for administrative 
convenience as the entire downstate area outside 
of Cook, Lake, DuPage and Kane counties. 
This “ain't necessarily so,” and an executive or 
legislative change should be made to help reverse 
a trend that has seen more and more 'nursing 
homes in effect bar the door to aged persons on 
public aid. 

As James Myrick of Granite City, operator 
of Alton and Caseyville nursing homes, points 
out, St. Louis' food prices led the 2 I largest U. 'S. 
cities in December 1966 and its consumer price 
index for all of last year exceeded the average for 
major metropolitan areas. 

If there is no difference in the cost of living 
between the Chicago area and Madison and 
St. Clair counties, Cook county institutions are 
being Shown undeserved favoritism by the state— 
and local senior citizens without funds may have a 
diminishing opportunity for shelter in nursing

Fall Municipal Election Could 
Increase ‘Coattail’ Victories 

It is difficult to accept the reasoning of the 
Illinois Municipal Problems Commission that city 
elections should be held in November to take 
advantage of the large presidential-gubematorial- 
senatorial voting turnouts. 

Current "legislation based on this recommen¬ 
dation fails to take into account the likelihood 
that election of municipal officials would become 
more interwoven with I partisan politics than at 
present. Local issues conceivably might be 
crowded out, with . some aspirants carrit&jsinto 
office on the coattails of popular state or national 
candidates. 

With steps being taken locally to avoid 
duplicate April city and township polling places 
wherever possible, another possible argument for 
switching the municipal election date is being 

A factor being cited is the practice "of some 
General Assembly members, who absent' them¬ 
selves frequently about this time of the year in 
order to give political help in their home areas to 
municipal candidates. If city voting took place in 
the fall, there would be no conflict with the 
January-JJyie legislative sessions. But we can see 
little necessity for legislators to participate exten¬ 
sively in such election^; they ought to stay in 
Springfield whenever the volume of business 
there warrants their presence. 

Uniform National Daylight 
Time Nearing Attainment 

The U. S. House of Representatives should 
resist efforts by 18 of its members to alter the 
daylight saving time law scheduled to go into 
effect April 1. 

The 1 966 statute calls for clocks throughout 
tire U. S. to be advanced one hour between the 
last Sunday in April and last Sunday in October, 
except in states where Hie legislature votes other¬ 
wise. It specifies that time must be uniform 
throughout a state. 

No states have voted to exempt themselves 
from the law, which continues the four basic time 
zones made necessary by the earth's eastward 
rotation. There is hope that no such actions will 
be taken, although there is a real possibility of 

non-dayiight-time votes in two states, including 
Kansas. 

Other than clarification of its effect in states 
where two sun-dictated time areas exist, the law 
ought to be allowed to become effective without 
tampering. 

National time uniformity would be a great 
convenience to Americans, particularly those who 
do much traveling, and the nearly unanimous 
support so far indicates that most citizens are 
aware of its advantages. 

Accurate Forecaster in 1929,1967 

The late Roger W. Babson, whose annual 
economic forecasts have appeared in the Press- 
Record prior to each New Year's Day, established 
himself as one of the most astute business analysts 
by predicting the 1929 stock market crash.

State Ban on Studded Snow Tires 


(TRI-CITY AND ILL 
BAR ASSOCIATIONS) 

Illinois is one of 16 states of 
the United States which prohibit 
the use of studded tires as a 
winter-driving safety measure. 

A studded tire is one which is 
equipped with small metallic 
anti-skid devices which are im¬ 
bedded in the rubber of the fire. 

The studs are designed .to in¬ 
crease. friction between the tireb 
and icy or snow-covered road 
surfaces. 

(A bill to repeal the Illinois 
ban has been introduced at 
Springfield.) 

Barred in Midwest 

Four states in the Midwest— 
Illinois, Iowa, Indiana and Michi¬ 
gan—have laws forbidding the 
use of studded tires. 

The Illinois statute rqads: 

“No - motor vehicle shall be op¬ 
erated upon the Improved high¬ 
ways of the state which shall be 
equipped with any anti-skid or 
non-slip device so constructed 
tha£ any rigid or non-flexibie 


portion of same comes in con- : 
tact with'the pavement.” 

Authorized in 34 States 

Thirty-four states, including 
most states which experience 
snow and ice conditions on roads 
during the winter, either have 
approved studded tires or do not 
prohibit their use by law. About 
one half of these states prescribe 
the period during which such 
tires can be used. 

A bill which would permit the 
use of studded tires in Iowa from* 
Nov. 1 of each year until the 
following April 1 has received 
favorable consideration by the 
Iowa State Senate, 
i Tests of studded tires by the 
Illinois and New York highway 
departments were cited in de¬ 
bate on the Iowa bill, together 
with a Minnesota report that in¬ 
dicated pavement damage could 
occur where there were frequent 
stops and starts, such as at sig¬ 
nal light intersections cm city 
streets. Skidding and sliding fac¬ 
tors also were cited. 


Bills of local interest in the 
Illinois legislative hopper:

S. 466—Creates commission to 
study the feasibility of adminis¬ 
trative adjudication of motor 
vehicle injury claims. 

S. 467—Four-H clubs to receive

S. 468—Bans free copies of 
vital statistics to public agencies 
acting for any person seeking to 
establish pension, welfare or sim¬ 
ilar "benefits, or to individuals 
or private agencies for any pur¬ 
pose.
